merce. But as the commercial treaties of Eng- 
land and the United-States give to those na- 
tions a clear ground of concerted action, ‘Yec- 
ognizable by western law, and not to be 
evaded even by Chinese diplomacy, we cannot 
but think it in the highest degree desirable 
that we should not suffer a work, peculiarly ap- 
propriate to ourselves, to fall into other hands.

Our Physical Condition. . 
The London Times echoes and intensifies 
the complaint of the Philadelphia Evening 
Journal, that the physical powers of the Amer- 
ican people are greatly inferior to those of 
other races.
